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City's Fourth of July Celebration ‘Truly Outstanding Citizen 
Features Fireworks, Music, Art

Greenbelt will celebrate the 
Fourth of July at “Buddy” Attick 
Park at Greenbelt Lake with all- 
day activities to include a con- 
cert, food, children's activities 
and ending with fireworks at 
dusk. A police command center 
will be set up at the lake park 
for the duration of the events. 
Extra city police will be on duty 
with assistance of park rangers 
from Code Enforcement. 

Parking at the lake is reserved 
for handicapped and elderly per- 
sons. A handicapped/elderly in- 
dividual must be on board. 

Fireworks 

Fireworks will begin about 9 
p.m. (dusk) and should last about 
20 to 30 minutes. They will in- 
clude both aerial and ground dis- 
plays. Greenbelt Public Works 
Street Supervisor Gene Diest, 
who is in charge of the fire- 
works, described this year’s pro- 
gram as including two ground 
displays of “Welcome to 
Greenbelt” and the “American 
Flag,’ which are best seen from 
the lake lawn. In addition, 
2,094 shells have been purchased 
from Fireworks Productions, Inc. 
of Maryland Line for $8,500. 

Diest indicated that a crew of 
12 Greenbelt Public Works staff 
will manually light the small 
Shells, which are two to six 
inches. The larger shells will be 
lit electronically. Diest com- 
mented that the fireworks will be 
similar to those in previous years 
with the usual big opening and 
ending with 1,136 shells explod- 
ing for the grand finale. 

State Requirement 

The State Fire Marshal’s Of- 
fice requires the city to announce 
to the public that it is holding 
the fireworks on Sunday, July 4. 
To obtain the fireworks permit, 
the city must publicize the event 
so that no one is “alarmed by 
the explosions and flashes of 
light.” This notice appeared in 
the June 24 issue of the 
Greenbelt News Review. The 
public works staff who set off the 
fireworks are board certified by 
the state and were re-certified 
last year. 

Concert Band 

The fireworks will be pre- 
ceded by a free concert at the 
lake. The Greenbelt Concert 
Band will begin at 7 p.m. in the 
bandstand near the lake water- 
front. According to band direc- 
tor Tom Cherrix, the concert 
band has been a part of the July 
Fourth tradition since 1963. 
The full program for the evening 
concert includes Tchaikovsky’s 
“1812 Overture,’ “The Spirit of 
America” by Zamecnic, “Over- 
ture of the Mississippi Suite” by 
Ferde Grofé, Sousa’s “Stars and 
Stripes Forever” and a saxo- 
phone solo, “Someone to Watch 
Over Me,” will be played by 
Caroline Cherrix. 

In case of inclement weather, 


the concert will be cancelled 
and the fireworks will be post- 
poned until the next clear 
evening. 
Refreshments 

This year three organizations 
have been approved to sell re- 
freshments and fundraising items 
at the lake park during the after- 
noon and evening. According to 
the city’s Recreation Director 
Hank Irving, the Babe Ruth 
Youth Baseball Organization, a 
city-recognized group, will sell 
food and drink to raise funds for 
the baseball teams. The menu 
includes hamburgers, hot dogs, 
nachos, potato chips and drinks; 
a vendor will join the group sell- 
ing an assortment of ice cream. 
Kelley Jo Wallace will sell lem- 
onade and glow sticks from her 
Maplewood Court backyard at 
the lake from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. to 
raise funds for the Little Miss 
Greenbelt Pageant. The New 
Hope Academy will be selling 
glow sticks to raise funds for 
their school. 

Legion Post 136 

Greenbelt American Legion 
Post 136, 6900 Greenbelt Road, 
will hold its traditional family 
picnic from | to 5 p.m. on the 
legion lawn. Everyone in the 
Greenbelt community is invited. 
Legion membership is not re- 
quired to attend. There will be 
food and drink, sno-cones and a 
moon bounce. Music throughout 
the day will be provided by a 
DJ. The fireworks can be viewed 
from the lawn of the legion. 

Children’s Activities 





A free, hands-on activity for 
children will be held at “Buddy” 
Attick Park from 3 to 5 p.m. An 
installation of “Flying Fish” fea- 
turing sculptures by Artful After- 
noon participants and Creative 
Kids’ Campers will be shown 
throughout the afternoon. Ac- 
cording to Sandy Dwiggins, Art- 
ist in Residence at the Commu- 
nity Center, the flying art is

City Gets $200K Grant 
From County for Program

Good news came by fax to 
the City of Greenbelt on 
Wednesday, June 23 from the of- 
fice of County Councilmember 
Douglas J. J. Peters: two items 
totaling $200,000 for Greenbelt 
had been added to the Prince 
George’s County portion of the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission’s list 
of line items for program support. 

As City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin noted at_ the 
Greenbelt City Council’s work- 
session on the capital budget 
that evening, neither item would 
apply toward capital improve- 
ments in the city’s recreation pro- 
grams. Both, however, would 
help to fund some of the program 
Operating costs. One item is 
$100,000 for leadership within 
the Greenbelt Recreation Depart- 
ment; the other is $100,000 to- 
ward operating costs for the pro- 
jected Greenbelt Skate Park. 

The upside of this news was 
that council would now be able 
to shift certain budget funds 
now earmarked for operating the 
city recreational programs to the 
capital improvements portion of 
the ledger. Councilmembers at 
the work session seemed visibly 
to relax with this good news. 

In addition, a report prepared 
earlier for the meeting indicated 
that the city’s ending balance for 
capital projects would be higher 


than earlier predicted: $284,393 
instead of $231,000. This in- 
crease was due in part to street 
survey projects that came in un- 
der budget by $24,000 and a 75 
percent match in Program Open 
Space funds expected toward the 
skate park project. 
Park Restrooms 

Present at the worksession was 
Lola Skolnik, chairperson of the 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Board (PRAB), who presented a 
report setting as a priority the 
construction of permanent 
restrooms at the Lake Park. Ac- 
cording to the report PRAB 
“wondered why other projects 
have been funded while this 
project has languished.” First 
designated a high priority over 
20 years ago, construction of 
such a facility has been listed for 
the last four years under the 
Capital Improvements Fund — 
yet still has not been built. 

McLaughlin responded that 
unfortunately the low bid offered 
was $240,000, far in excess of 
the budgeted figure of $113,000. 
Since major costs of the project 
are for water and sewer, he said, 
the project was now being com- 
bined with the renovation 
project for the Greenbelt Public 
Works Building. This change 
would result in an estimated

CARES Mini-GED 
Course Announced 


In addition to the regular 
GED course offered by Greenbelt 
CARES, a four-week mini-course 
will meet for two weeks in July 
and August. The dates for the 
mini-course are July 6, 8, 13 and 
15 and August 10, 12, 16 and 
18. Also, there is a possibility 
that GED students might have an 
opportunity to participate in an 
experiential learning experience 
such as a trip to the Smithsonian 
Institution Museum of American 
History. 

Registration for GED is Tues- 
day, July 6 at the Municipal 
Building, 25 Crescent Road, be- 
ginning promptly at 10:30 a.m. 
No one will be accepted into the 
class after Tuesday morning, July 
6. All students are required to 
show proof of residency (i.e. 
driver’s license, current lease, 
phone or electric bill). 

Greenbelt residents are not re- 
quired to pay a GED registration 
fee but will be required to pur- 
chase the textbooks (prices to be 
announced) and pay for the cal- 
culator. Non-Greenbelt residents 
will be charged a registration fee 
plus a fee for the calculator and 
cost of the textbooks. All fees 
are non-refundable. Only cash or 
money orders will be accepted, 
not personal checks. 

Students will be notified on 
July 6 of acceptance in the 
course. The first day of class 
work begins on Thursday, July 8. 

GED I is for students who 
need review of basic math, geom- 
etry, English and composition 
skills. GED II is for students 
who need review of algebra, ge- 
ometry, English composition and 
comprehension skills and who 
need to become acquainted with 
the GED test. 

Students who need more 
remediation will be referred to 
Prince George’s County Pre-GED 
course. 

A maximum of 12 students 
will be in each class. GED is 
held on Tuesday and Thursday 
for four weeks in the Municipal 
Building. GED I is held from 
10:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. GED II 
is held from 1 to 3 p.m. For ad- 
ditional information contact 
Judye Hering, course instructor, 
301-345-6660, ext.

Senior Vouchers 
For Free Veggies 


Representatives from the De- 
partment of Family Services Area 
Agency on Aging will be in 
Greenbelt on Tuesday, July 13 at 
10 a.m. for the distribution of 
farmers’ market checks.

which the public is invited, is 
planned for Sunday, July 11 from 
7 to 9 p.m. The couple has been 
taking photographs together since 
they were teenagers and their artis- 
tic sensibilities have intertwined so 
completely that it is sometimes 
hard, even for them, to determine 
who took which picture. Some of 
the best examples of their thou- 
sands of photographs are included 
in this exhibit. 

The Mawlers developed their 
style in high school when they 
shared a single 35 mm camera. 
The couple’s favorite subjects 
were in evidence even then: sun- 
sets, mountain landscapes of the 
Blue Ridge, river scenes of the 
Shenandoah River. When the 
couple married, their real wander- 
ings began with a trip to Alberta, 
Canada and show no sign of stop- 
ping. They have now traveled 
extensively across North and Cen- 
tral America, from Canada to Gua- 
temala, developing an eye for 
striking subjects and for the ex- 
traordinary in the ordinary. 

On the plains of Canada, they 
captured studies of traditional 
grain elevators, highlighting the 
vibrant colors against the broad 
skies of the high plains. In the 
Rockies, they displayed the gran- 
deur of the land, with trees that 
seem frozen into standing snow- 
flakes. The couple manages to 
emphasize the surrealistic nature 
of some landscapes, as in a lone 
tree, struggling to survive in an 
ancient caldera in Craters of the 
Moon National Monument, Idaho. 
Closer to home, the egret seems 
to fly out of a memory on 
Assateague Island. 

Their camera arsenal has also 
expanded but still relies primarily 
on 35 mm format (Pentax), 
though some of the pictures at 
the New Deal were taken with a 
Mimiya twin lens reflex or a 
Bronica 6X4.5.

An exhibit by the In- 
dian artist, Pakala 
Thirumal (P.T.) Reddy, 
chronicling the influence 
and growth of modern art 
in India is currently on 
view at the Greenbelt 
Courthouse and will run 
through September 22.

Sth Graders Take Graduation Exams 


The Maryland State Board of 
Education has approved a regula- 
tory change that links the four 
High School Assessment tests to 
the high school diploma. The 
regulations will first affect students 
entering eighth grade this fall, 1e., 
those graduating in 2009. The 
four test topics are English I, alge- 
bra/data analysis, government and 
biology, typically considered fresh- 
man and sophomore level courses. 

Students will be required to 
reach minimum scores on each as- 
sessment, but not necessarily pass 
all. A combined minimum score 
will be allowed. Passing the as- 


sessments is not the only criteria 
for graduation. Students must still 
complete all course credit and ser- 
vice-learning requirements, attend 
school for four years beyond 
eighth grade and complete any lo- 
cal graduation requirements. 

Student performance on the as- 
sessments will be reviewed each 
year leading up to 2009 to ensure 
that students are making progress 
with the exams. The regulations 
trigger a review of the require- 
ments by 2008 if the State Board 
identifies concerns over the next 
few years.

Greenbelt Police Chief James 
R. Craze announced that the de- 
partment has been awarded sec- 
ond place nationally in the Mu- 
nicipal Police Category of the 
National Law Enforcement Chal- 
lenge. 

The National Law Enforce- 
ment Challenge is a nationwide 
program which targets three ma- 
jor traffic safety priorities — oc- 
cupant protection, impaired driv- 
ing and speeding.

saving of some $40,000 through 
economies in staffing, storing and 
overhead. 

When could construction be- 
gin? Celia Craze, director of plan- 
ning and community develop- 
ment, estimated sometime next 
spring, since the granting of a 
construction permit would prob- 
ably take some three months. 

Also construction of the long- 
planned skateboard park will 
probably not begin until next 
spring. Design work is expected 
to be completed sometime this 
fall. 

Roundabout Deferred 

For some time traffic has been 
backing up during the evening 
rush hour from the Green Line 
Station parking lots and Metro 
Access Drive on to Cherrywood 
Lane. To solve this problem the 
city proposes construction of a 
roundabout, toward which the city 
would contribute $100,000 and 
the Metroland developer an equal 
sum. However, since the Fiscal 
Year 2005 budget was introduced, 
the developer’s contribution no 
longer seems likely. (The city 
and the developer are currently at 
an impasse concerning several is- 
sues Over terms of an agreement.) 

As Mayor Judith Davis com- 
mented, the traffic tie-up at Metro 
Access Drive was “a problem not 


of our making.” In lieu of the 
promised contribution for con- 
struction of the roundabout, coun- 
cil decided to defer this project 
to some time after FY’OS. 
Watershed Study 

A long-term problem is the 
water quality of Greenbelt Lake, 
for which a watershed assessment 
study has been completed. Cor- 
rection of the lake water quality 
is complex, involving estimates of 
$7,400 for water quality testing, 
approximately $37,000 for cor- 
recting the Greenhill/Hillside out- 
fall and making improvements 
concerning erosion problems next 
to the basketball court and down 
to Crescent Road ($65,000 and 
$200,000 respectively). 

Councilmembers agreed that at 
least a start on correcting some of 
these problems should begin this 
year and looked forward to staff 
advice on how to _ begin. 
McLaughlin said that staff will 
seek grant proposals to help off- 
set some of the costs. In the 
meantime, council felt that the 
Hillside at Crescent Road section 
could well constitute the first 
phase of the overall reconstruc- 
tion of the watershed. 

These and other smaller 
projects will be presented for 
council action at the July 19 
regular city council meeting.

GIVES Adds New Rules, Elects Officers 


This season marks two signifi- 
cant anniversaries for Greenbelt 
programs in support of senior 
citizens. Green Ridge House, 
designed with features catering 
to the physical needs of aging 
residents, has been celebrating its 
25th year. And 10 years ago an 
ad hoc committee first drew up 
guidelines for a new cooperative 
in support of senior citizens who 
choose to continue living in 
their Greenbelt homes. 

This organization was GIVES — 
the Greenbelt Intergenerational 
Volunteer Exchange Service — 
some 20 of whose members met 
on Saturday, June 19 for their an- 
nual meeting in the Community 
Center. Joining to share news of 
the organization’s experiences 
during the year now concluding, 
they also discussed an addition to 
GIVES policies and, finally, 
shared light refreshments during a 
social interchange. 

GIVES is designed to make 
possible the exchange of one 
kind of service for another on an 
hourly basis. For example, one 
person might mend clothing for 
another not skilled in sewing 
and be repaid by a third member 
who provides transportation to a 
medical appointment. Book- 
keeping of such exchanges is 
carried out in a computer-gener- 
ated record in the GIVES office 
under the direction of member 
Jean Lombardo. 

Policy Changes 

Among the most complicated 
services that one member may 
perform for another is grocery 
shopping. Obviously, offering 
the use of a car is vital to this 
service. But so also is a good 
strong arm for carrying loaded 
bags to the door and perhaps to 
the kitchen. If that door and 
that kitchen are up a flight or 
two of stairs, the physical de-

mands of the task increase as 
well. And added to these com- 
plications are the in-store activi- 
ties of locating what is needed 
and managing their purchase 
through the checkout line. 

Yet despite these more or less 
onerous duties, several members 
of GIVES have offered just this 
service — and frequently — to 
other, shut-in members. Unfortu- 
nately, certain requesters have 
abused this kindness — calling 
for frequent trips only days 
apart, demanding items from 
more than one store or specify- 
ing so many heavy items that 
the provider is exhausted. 

In response, a new written 
policy was offered at the meeting 
to limit the terms under which 
grocery shopping would be car- 
ried out. Among these were lim- 
iting requests to one per week, 
limiting service to one store 
only, limiting the physical 
weight of the order to be carried 
and limiting to a reasonable 
amount the time donated to this 
service. 

All of these definitions were 
accepted at the meeting without 
discussion, but a fifth — refusing 
to honor requests for the pur- 
chase of alcohol and/or ciga- 
rettes — was hotly contested by 
at least two of the members 
present. One, mentioning her 
enjoyment of a glass of sherry 
following her evening meal, felt 
that the organization had no 
right to censor the life styles of 
other members. 

On the other hand, another 
member said in reply, “We 
should not act as enablers of 
those with problems of substance 
abuse.” 

When this particular sentence 
in the policy to deny the pur- 
chase of alcohol and cigarettes 
was put to a vote, it carried over- 


whelmingly, though not, like all 
the others, unanimously. 
Election 

Terms for two members of the 
GIVES board of directors were 
completed with the annual meet- 
ing; however, both had agreed to 
continue serving in their capaci- 
ties. One was Judith “J” Davis, 
the city’s mayor, as vice chair of 
the organization; the other was 
Robert Terrell, financial officer, 
who represents the Golden Age 
Club. Both were unanimously 
re-elected. 

Other members of the board 
of directors, serving as members 
at large, represent other organiza- 
tions within the city: GHI, Green 
Ridge House, Greenbriar Condo- 
miniums, the Greenbelt East Ad- 
visory Committee (GEAC) and 
the Greenbelt Community 
Church. An advisory board in- 
cludes Christal Batey, the com- 
munity resource advocate. Other 
members represent the Friends of 
the Resource Advocate (FORA), 
the Senior Citizen Advisory 
Committee and the Greenbelt 
City Council. Joan Pitkin, 
former state delegate and Bea 
Rogers of Resource Connections 
of Prince George’s County also 
serve on the advisory board.

If you can sing, dance, run the 100- 
yard dash, are interested in art, like to 
ride ponies, or just like to win prizes 
on a carnival wheel-of-fortune, then 
you will enjoy yourself at the first an- 
nual Greenbelt Community Festival 
which will run four nights and three 
days over the Labor Day weekend. 
The proceeds will go toward the build- 
ing and maintenance of a Greenbelt 
Youth Center. 

Promoted, directed, and run by 
Greenbelt residents and organizations, 
the Community Festival is planned as 
an exciting three-ring circus of dancing 
in the streets and on the tennis courts, 
talent contest, athletic contests includ- 
ing boxing matches for youngsters un- 
der ten, a popularity contest, and the 
biggest parade that has ever been as- 
sembled in this area featuring drum 
majorettes from neighboring communi- 
ties as well as Greenbelt. 

Chairman of the Festival Committee 
is Vincent Caruso, while Eli DonBullian 
is also prominently active in organiz- 
ing the affair. Handling the financial 
end of the affair is Henry Brautigam, 
treasurer for the committee. 

Every erganization in Greenbelt is 
expected to participate in the Festival 
in some form or other.

lections. He suggested 
that local art teachers 
may want to exhibit the 
work of their students in 
a special group.

as far away as Pennsylvania. 

The cooperation of the entire com- 
munity is needed in order to make the 
Festival a success, the Festival Com- 
mittee emphasized. GCS will supply 
all the foodstuffs that will be sold, fur- 
nish free favors for the kiddies, and 
provide storage space for the equip- 
ment used. Trophies are being donated 
by organizations and leading Greenbelt 
citizens. Earl Thomas is hard at work 
making arrangements for the contribu- 
tion of these trophies. The Greenbelt 
Band will sponsor a trophy for the 
winner of the talent show, while the 
American Legion has already donated 
$50 toward trophies, the largest contri- 
bution yet made. 

Young girls will be needed for ticket 
sellers and help will be required to man 
the concession, games, carnival wheels 
and other entertainment devices which 
will be set up all around the Center.
